Constructed at a Reasonable Cost but with All the 
Comforts Necessary, and Providing Artistic Sur­ 
roundings for Children to Grow Up In—Detailed 
Explanation of an Architect’s and Home- 
Builder’s Reason for What She Did— 
Interior Decoration and Arrangement 
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E ARE going to tell you about 
our house, not because It is large 
and splendid, for it isn t th at; it 
isn’t a bit rich. nor expensively 
furnished, nor any of those things. We 
mention this, not to enlighten you, be­ 
cause you can see it a t a glance, but 
as a gentle reminder to ourselves. Even 
a little house has m am m oth p ro p o r­ 
tions when it is the child of your im­ 
agination. Even a little house has a 
fairylike richness when it is the object 
of your love. 
There are six in our f a m i l y — Howard; 
our two boys. Sherman and Robert; 
their small sister, Edna Marie; Julie, 
our maid; and I—so we shouldn't feel 
lonely In a large house. 
I f you will 
take notice, however, the large fam i­ 
lies usually live In small houses and 
the small families in large houses. 
We wanted to get to the suburbs for 
the children's Rake. When the family 
finances w arranted three lots at* the 
country end of a suburb, it m eant, as 
Howard put It. 25 by 150 feet of fresh 
air for each of the little ones. How­ 
ard. a t this time, continually invoked 
/nathem eticaJ skeletons in the shape of 
square feet at so much “per.” 
The 
Idea th at we could afford to cover from 
*00 to 700 square feet with a tw o and 
one-half story building seemed to offer 
every Incentive to his realization of 
home. 
"Now, in w hat shape shall we use 
up our square feet?” he would say, as 
though a w om an's mind ever worked 
th a t way. 
I do think a woman's mind Is a curi­ 
ous thing and works in curious way*. 
The shape of the house I 
wanted 
flashed upon me one day in the woods 
when there w asn’t so much as a chim ­ 
ney in sight. Perhaps the woodsy do­ 
m esticity excited some unknown brain 
cell. Howard had been teaching the 
bove how to build a camp stove and 
was helping Edna Marie stir the rice 
w ith a shaven hickory stick. Sherm an 
w as gathering fagots, while Robert 


comes such a serviceable member, with 
a touch of Internal kitchen curiosity in 
the pane of rough glass th at casts 
its eagle eye upon all trade callers. 
We got our suggestion for it from 
the door of a brick house in Weston, 
Suffolk, 
England. When it satisfied 
Julie, our Polish maid, we felt th at It 
had drowned its colloquialism In its 
trip across the Atlantic. Julie Is very 
proud of her kitchen porch and the 
flower row*. The very fact th at it is a 
side door and not a back door m akes 
her feel th a t it has risen In the social 
scale. 
The difference between Jumbling and 
variety is as great as between lawless­ 
ness and lawfulness. Take the win­ 
dows on the front of our house. »No 
two are alike. There is a row of five 
mullioned and transom ed window* for 
the living room, above it a row of 
four untransom ed ones. There is a 
bracketed bay for the dintng room, 
a triple window for the boys' room and 
a double window’ for the bath. This 
variety Is permissible In the liberty- 
loving casements so long as the spaces 
they fill in are related to one another 
In the composition. 
On some lots it is the p art of grace 
to m ake a house seem sm aller than it 
is. but in our case we could afford to 
give it a narrow, broad-stretched look. 
The wing Is thirteen feet wide, the liv­ 
ing room is tw enty-tw o feet long, and 
the terrace is eight feet. Yet the entire 
house covers only 655 square feet. Just 
about the sam e dimension* as a house 
twenty-five feet square. 
A terrace wall adds considerably to 
the appearance of size and has a way 
of m aking a pleasant transition from 
the house to the grounds. 
There is a practical reason for the 
change of level between the rear te r­ 
race and the covered side terrace. It 
allow** of a long window opening to 
light the cellar. But this practical rea­ 
son has faded aw ay in the light of its 
pleasure giving. For here are the wide 


It is well to bear in mind th a t a 
small house is not a profitable under­ 
taking for an architect; that he can­ 
not be on hand every day. The owner 
must he constantly on the watch. The 
architect’s supervision is not the con­ 
tinuous personal superintendence that 
some people think it, and th a t is se­ 
cured by the employment of a clerk- 
of-the-works. It means such superin­ 
tendence as is necessary to find out 
whether the building is being built ac­ 
cording to the specifications and draw ­ 
ings or directions of the architect. The 
architect determ ines In constructive 
emergencies. He interprets the draw ­ 
ings. He 
orders 
necessary 
changes 
and has authority to stop the progress 
of the work or its removal. He also 
writes certificates for the successive 
paym ents as they are w arranted by 
the progress of the work. 
An architect’s service includes pre­ 
liminary sketches, plans and specifica­ 
tions. detail draw ings, aw arding of 
contracts, and supervision of work. 
The contracts are 
usually 
grouped 
under 
a m ason’s, 
a 
corpenteTs, 
a 
painter’s, and a plumber's. The m a­ 
son’s contract includes the excavating 
and rough grading, the concrete beds 
under the foundation walls, the brick­ 
work, the concrete blocks lf used In­ 
stead of bricks for cellar foundations, 
hollow tile, lf used, stucco, stone work 
Iron work, lathing and plastering, til­ 
ing. cement flooring, and walks. The 
carpenter’s contract includes all tim ­ 
ber work, flooring, window 
fram es, 
sashes, doors, and blinds, screens, all 
the Inside finish, mantels, picture mold­ 
ings, 
stairs, 
all 
built-in 
cupboards, 
wardrobes, closet shelves, strips, coal 
bins. etc. 
Of course, you need not include cer-

W hy shouldn’t we picture 
our furnishings, if we properly guard 
against affectation? 
The wall treatm ent of a room is de­ 
pendent upon the house plan and 
upon the positions of the doors and 
windows. They can m ake or m ar the 
architectural composition. In our liv­ 
ing hall, the idea of the horizontal and 
vertical strips was suggested by the 
wooden fram ing of the m antel. The 
lower p art of this m antel is faced 
with rough, dull-colored tiles. The up­ 
per 
p art 
has 
a 
m ural 
decoration, 
which pictures a m other and her three 
children gathering nuts under a fringe 
of great trees in the early days of 
October. Beyond the trees, as a back­ 
ground, Is a light, straw-colored field 
and a vista of lemon gold birches and

by the features of the room. Before 
putting up strips, it is usually well to 
experim ent w ith space divisions upon 
the plan of the walls, because each 
room is a problem unto itself.

A t first, we intended it for 
a coat and h at w ardrobe for callers, 
fitted up with novelty hangers, but, as 
we thought, all sorts of dim memories 
and hazy desires aw oke w ithin us. 
At length we came upon the idea of 
a children's cabinet. Now everything 
can be a curio th a t we can wonder 
over and learn about. W e have an ex­ 
hibition of leaves, all tagged and w rit­ 
ten up. We have a collection of w’oods, 
of stones, of all sorts of m inerals, 
bright pebbles, and shells. 
In fact, 
we have become veritable curio seekers 
and museum cataloguers. 
We w anted a gate-legged table th at 
could take up a m odest position by the 
staircase wrhen not in use. W e have a 
great fondness for tables th at flap their 
leaves and m ake them selves small. It 
shows the pliable tem per and facetious 
ingenuity of hinged table boards.

An architect is no magician and can­ 
not give us more than the present 
high price* give. 
W e really ought to call our living 
room the living hall, even lf it does 
sound more pretentious, because it ex­ 
plains it* m eaning more clearly. A 
living hall is different from a living 
room, and can well fraternize with an 
open staircase, w ithout feeling any 
lack of privacy. It ha* not the medi­ 
tative quiet of a library. I t has not 
the social exclusiveness of a draw ing 
room. B ut it can pulsate with life, 
and can nobly represent the varied In­ 
door leisure of the household. It ha*. 
like the dram a, Us legitim ate entrances 
and exits, th a t enliven the scene w ith­ 
out disturbing the action or the essen­ 
tial spirit of domesticity. In a sm all 
house, the living hall advantageously 
m anipulates the available square feet 
in combining the area, together w ith 
the functions of a reception hall and a 
sitting room. It brings airiness and a 
breadth of feeling otherw ise impossi­ 
ble, and th a t are so very difficult for 
some people to live without. 
■While the living hall has this gen­ 
eral appearance of easy good fellow­ 
ship, please observe th a t It also has its 
reserves. A room, like a person, be­ 
comes tiresom e if It is all "hail-fellow- 
well-met.’* The living hall closes Itself 
from 
the dining room by 
narrow 
double doors; not sliding doors th a t 
can be tucked aw ay and forgotten, 
b u t hinged doors th a t call for use. 
There Is a place for a sliding door 
and a place for a hinged door, Just 
as there is a place for a solid door 
and a place for a glass door. Some­ 
times it takes a certain am ount of tact 
to discrim inate between them . 
The 
narrow double doors of the living 
hall are glazed w ith small panes of 
glass, to give a glimpse of a beyond. 
A door w ith one large pane of glass 
should be used when you w’a n t a plain 
substantial look. but a glimpse Is an 
altogether different m atter. 
The living hall has no direct com­ 
m unication w ith the kitchen or the 
cellar. It Is too aristocratic for that 
It craves no contact with 
cooking 
odors or heater ashes. There can be a 
lot of legitim ate privacy even in a 
seemingly open house plan. One of 
the w ays of getting such a result Is 
to have no com m unication between the 
bedrooms. They 
can 
open 
upon 
a 
common hall, or where closer com­ 
m unication is desired, as between the 
room of parents and very small chil­ 
dren. upon a separate entrance way 
or kind of dim inutive anteroom. But 
even before our house plan wends its 
way to the upper floor, it so disposes 
of its ascent that It form s a guarded 
com er for the fireplace. 
A quiet corner has m any individual 


m ore fully realized, and as its use be­ 
comes more popular, It will utilize the 
fine talent of m any of our younger 
artists w’ho do good w’ork and whose 
prices are not beyond our means. In 
our living room, the decoration gave 
an opulence and fullness th a t proved 
a saving In other respects. The ex­ 
travagant way to furnish a room Is 
not to conscientiously select a few 
good things. Uke a m ural decoration or 
a grand piano. The extrav ag an t way 
is to furnish a room In a haphazard, 
worldly way, seeking th a t which has 
a luxurious and fashionable air. Irre­ 
spective of its innate value and no­ 
bility; and then, as a n atu ral result, 
being alw ays unappeased and alw ays 
in search of new furnishings and new 
effects. Good 
furnishings, 
like good 
dressing, Is not a concoction of finery. 
It is founded upon an understanding 
of line and color. It Is an a rt problem, 
grounded 
upon common sense. 
Inti­ 
m ately involved in usefulness, and of 
m any spiritual possibilities. 
The strips of wood are used to break 
up th© monotony of the wall surface, 
w ithout taking from it a certain se­ 
verity of treatm ent. Sometimes a hori­ 
zontal strip is used to give an effect of 
lowness, and so to attain better pro­ 
portions for the room. In th a t case, 
the color of the ceiling Is often brought 
down to the side walls. T hat was not 
the object here. The color of the walls 
Is the sam e tone throughout, and the 
strip along the ceiling, as well as the 
broad baseboard, help to give a one­ 
ness of effect.

But, through the perversity of hum an 
nature, we no sooner saw his straight­ 
legged one than we began to feel posi­ 
tive th a t turned legs would add a 
necessary touch of grace. There is 
such a thing as a room th a t is too 
straight, w’hlch is Just as tiresom e as 
a person who is too good. In looking 
over some English homes designed by 
such good modern men as Lutyens, 
Brier ley, 
and 
Spooner, 
we 
noticed 
tables w ith both turned and tw isted 
legs in rooms with oak paneling and 
simple craftsm anship. The tw isted leg 
shows a Portuguese fashion of the 
seventeenth century, which Charles the 
Second brought to England. He used 
to show his favoritism by gifts of fine 
cane chairs with carved fram es and 
tw isted posts. The turned leg belongs 
to a hum bler branch of furniture gene­ 
alogy. It is one of those world’s for­ 
tunate.* th a t feel equally a t home In 
mansions or in cottages.

turned legs for the gate-legged table, 
we felt th a t w’e had taken a leap th a t 
called for another, so we decided upon 
turned balusters between the square 
newrel posts of the staircase. There is 
such a thing as a room being too heavy 
and encroaching upon the air space. 
We did not w’an t to m ake m istakes in 
th a t direction. 
W e chose oak woodwork from an 
economic standpoint, because it could 
be used w ith oak furniture, which we 
could buy or have m ade from our 


bluish-green sheen. A few m inutes 
after we brushed it on, we rubbed it 
with a fine rag. I wish w’e could de­ 
scribe the result. It is a gray w’ood. 
Sometimes it is g ray as the gray of the 
woods is gray, w ith earth y suggestions 
of greens and brow ns dim ly hidden In 
its depths. Sometimes it is all gray, 
with a Q uakerlike dem ureness, and 
with th e softness th a t belongs to dim 
chiffons. Again it suggests the age- 
worn 
green 
of 
Pom peian 
bronzes. 
Again, it seems to hold a vibrating 
haze of violet and yellow such as we 
see in a glen In early autum n and y et 
scarcely perceive. 
The w alls of the living room are a 
yellow, the lemon gold of th e birches. 
It Is a bright yellow, but not as b right 
as the yellow of some colonial w all­ 
papers th a t look so well w ith w hite 
woodwork and m ahogany. I t pales a t 
sight of th at. The yellow of the

paper, th a t is a very 
durable paper, and only eighty-five 
cents a roll, comes very n ear it lr tone 
although it has m ore of a touch or 
atm ospheric 
gray 
than 
that. I t 
is 
m ore the yellow’ of some of the linens, 
whose weave breaks th e brightness In 
an illusive way. I t can be mixed in 
oil paint of white, chrom e yellow, a 
touch of black to tone It down, and a 
touch of yellow ochre. It m akes a color 
rhythm 
w ith the brow’nlsh gold 
silk, 
th a t Is 
used for hangings and lam p 
shades, and th a t looks like th e new ly 
colored hickory leaves in early Octo­ 
ber, w’hen the sunlight is playing upon 


Chinese rugs with their dull gold cr 
ecru and blue go well with this cekr 
scheme and so did a charming larg* 
rug w ith a light ecru ground and aa 
all-over p attern of light blue and white 
dots, w ith a border of the same color 
w ith some russet and deeper blue mixed 
In. W e have found that our living 
hall takes well to floral decoration. 
In the spring, the apple blossom* and 
the dogw’ood give a white loveliness 
th a t looks like spring happiness Itself 
w ith the sunny w alls and soft green , 
woodwork. The pink of early hya­ 
cinths or late cosmos looks charming 
in sm aller quantities. You do not wifit 
a room th a t is not grayed enough lh 
tone to ac t as a background to daily 
life, nor do you w ant a room that ti 
so inhospitable in colors that It makes 
court etiquette of the color* you mort 
don to en ter it. 
The living

have been debarred from telling th* 
m ore personal adventures of it* mak­ 
ing.

Plans of Attic and Cellar. 


Compote of Cherriet. 
One pound of ripe cherries, one- 
quarter pound of lump sugar. Juice 
of one lemon. W ipe the cherries care­ 
fully and separate them one from the 
other. 
P ut the cherries into a sauce­ 
pan w’ith the sugar and strain in the 
lemon juice. 
P ut the lid on the pan 
and stew gently for fifteen m inutes, or 
until the cherries are cooked w ithout 
being broken.

any juice which may he 
round them. 
Boll the juice for five 
m inutes longer, and then pour it over 
the cherries. 


Compote of Rhubarb. 
T ake sound rhubarb, w ash it well 
and cut it into lengths of about two 
inches. 
Prepare the syrup thus;

six ounces of lump sugar, two gills 
of w ater, a few drop3 of red coloring 
and half a teaspoonful of ginger ex­ 
tract into a saucepan over the fire. 
Bring it to a boil, add the rhubarb and 
cook till tender; then remove It to a 
compote dish. 
Boll the syrup with 
a teaspoonful of lemon juice to a thick 
syrup; strain over the rhubarb and 
serve. 


Strawberry Tapioca. 
Cook four tablespoonfuls intantane- 
ous tapioca in two cupful* of w ater 
w ith one cupful of sugar and one te a ­ 
spoonful of butter, until clear.

Almost a qu arter of a century ago, 
when “ Young” was a description as 
well as a name, Denton T., now bet­ 
ter known as “Cy,” was taken on by 
the Cleveland club to do a w orkout 
against Anson. There hasn’t been a 
season since then th at the nam e of 
Cy Young hasn t come in for respect­ 
ful m ention a t the hands of the re­ 
porter boys, and general 4nd gen­ 
uine adm iration from th e fans of 
the m ajor, m inor, friendly and rival 
team s. Today th e big fellow, who 
looks like an ice wagon but isn t, is 
an institution. 
Even in the days of his youth, 
Young w asn’t of the faw n-like pro­ 
portions th at gave for grace. 
If you 
spoke of him as aw kw ard, or blun­ 
dersom e in appearance, there was no 
chance for a pettifogging lawyer to 
collect anything for a libel, for th a t 
was certainly the way 
Young

th e pasture for arn unw onted frolic 
w ith the athletes. 
W hen the gentlem an 
began 
to 
pitch, the im pression of aw kw ard­ 
ness faded away from the spectator. 
Young had speed, control and an as­ 
sorted line of ^wafting w ares, an eye­ 
like a haw k bird so th a t it cost you 
a putout about every tim e you tried 
to sneak a base; and a disposition 
th at was kind and gentle as a bride­ 
groom ’s in the first week of the 
honeymoon period. After th at early 
trial against Anson’s Chicago outfit, 
Cleveland 
w ouldn’t 
have 
traded 
Young 
for the sub-treasury. 
He 
broke into im m ediate favor, and bas 
been there ever since. 
Last season Young won his 500th 
game, it being the second game of a 
double header against W ashington.

pitched 500 winning games, and it
